VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
navigating officer of the Rus- 
sian freighter Sergey Yesenin 
testified Thursday the ship 
altered its course 10 degrees 
to starboard and then 20 
degrees to starboard three 
minutes before the collision 
with a British Columbia. ferry- 
Aug. 2. 

N. N. Burnos, . speaking 
through an interpreter, told a 
federal inquiry into the colli- 
sion, which killed three’ ferry 
passengers, that. the order to 
alter the’ freighter’s course 
was. given by the Canadian 
pilot in English, then trans 
lated into Russian by the 
ship’s captain and relayed to 
the helmsman. 

Asked if. there were any 
other helm orders, he said; 

“T didn’t hear any.” 

Burnos, second mate on the 
freighter, said he did not see 
the approaching ferry Queen 
of Victoria on the ship's radar 
screen until the collision was 
imminent. 

H e testified he was stard- 
ing watch constantly on the 
radar, but the only echoes he 
saw on the screen were those 


of some small fishing vessels. 

He said he did not see the 
ferry until it was immédiately 
ahead and added that the 
speed of both vessels -was 
“pot more than 11 knots.” 

Burnos said a short whistle 
blast was sounded as the 
Russian ship started to turn 
to starboard before rounding 
Helen Point in Active Pass, 
scene of the crash, 

“What did you do after the 
collision?’’ asked commission 
counsel Guy Major. 


“T-marked the point on -the~ 


chart and ran to the muster- 
ing point for the. damage 
control party,”’ he said. 

“The chief officer gave the 
emergency signal, the ship's 
alarm was given, and it was 
announced throughout the 
ship where the demolition 
party was to gather," 

Burnos said the time of the 
collision was 12:07 p.m., 
seven minutes after he took 
over on the radar. 

The inquiry was told he had 
six years experience at sea, 
had been in B.C. waters three 
times prior tothe’ crash, but 
that he had never sailed 
through Active Pass.

According: to 
the text the new formulas had to 
conform to government regulations while 
at the same time maintaining the high 
quality reputations of all (Y Company) 
brands. Every mew formula was a 
complete success. 

As it now turns out, what's good for 
the water, or what's left of it, is good for 
the detergent industry. This should 
encourage the new water boards to 
afford similar opportunities to other 
industries. Perhaps they too will pass 
their tests. *

Eliminating Darts 


Here’s a little item that you who sew may find extremely 
enlightening. 

In a recent collection by designer Jo Copeland, ~ the 
beautifully fluid dresses that were shown, seemed~to be 
shaped by some subtle magic. Noticeably absent were the 
usual darts that one acquainted with sewing expects to see. 

The magic shaping of these dartless dresses was a fitting 
tribute to the art of easing and the presser’s skill. 

If you are familiar with commercial tissue patterns you 
are well aware of the inevitable darts used to shape a. 
and the back shoulder. 

When tissue patterns are made, these darts are hart: 
of necessity to’ insure proper‘ fitting’ for @ variety of fabrics, 
Thosé who make the patterns cannot know, although they 
suggest, what’ type of fabric the ‘plirchaser will sélect for a 
specific design. 

When a famous designer like Jo Copeland creates, 
chances are the fabric is selected first and is often the 
inspiration for a particular design. Thug when a design is 
created with a previously selected fabric in mind, the 
designer knows beforehand exactly how the material will 
behave under the needle. 

If you select a soft woolen, crepe or jersey or any pliant 
fabric that.responds well to easing, you will find it a simple 
mattér to eliminate several small darts that would be 
Hecessary for similarly fitting a closely woven, non-yielding 
tabric. ‘Smiall bust darts and those shaping the back shoulder 
are examples. 

In ‘thé fabrics that respond well to easing, instead of 
stitching thé dart,‘ simply run a gathering thread (6 to 8 
stitches per inch) and about 3’ each way from centre of dart 
markings, ‘along the seamline. 

Baste ‘the’ two sections together and adjust the excess 
fullness allowed by the dart to fit the other section by 
drawing up the gathering thread, Distribute ease evenly and 
shrink out with a steam iron, pressing curves over a tailor’s 
ham or pressing mitt. 
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EASE IN

Be careful with crepe. This should be pressed with a dry 
pressing cloth under the steam iron, or its characteristic 
texture can be lost. 

You might try this idea, on a practice scrap first, to see 
how it works in your fabric. 

Do not try to eliminate large, long curved or cut-out darts 
in this manner, It is Ravi core for _— or narrow darts

HOME GARDEN 


New Concept for Shared Project | — ‘ i=

A brand new concept for shared gardening was suggested by 
a reader whom I met at a recent flower show. While new to me, 
this former homeowner-gardener'had come across it herself more 
or less by accident some little while ago. Sa 53 

After giving up her own garden for an 
apartment it came to-her attention that if she 
could have had the part time assistance of 
another interested gardener it would have 
been quite possible to carry on in the former 
location. 

After a few weeks of being away from 
gardening she chanced to contact a couple 
who were also contemplating a move to an 

* apartment — for the same reason as herself, : 
too much gardening. 

So our lady propounded her idea — Hilda

watering and lawn cutting was done by the outside help oy 
employed for this purpose. 

The. idea was not jobbing gardening, but as a shared 
garden, or as participating gardening, as another gardener 
expressed it. > , 

Realistically I can see all kinds of pitfalls, snags, and 
problems which might occur; but idealistically the plan has 
merit, 

In practice I have known a 75-year-old ex-large-garden 
owner who just could not bear giving up all gardening 
activity when she moved into an apartment. 

Each week, all the year round she made a trip by bus out 
to Sidney to. work in ber niece’s garden. The heavy basic 
work was done according to her suggestions, as was any daily 
attention. 

Vegetables and fruits were shared according to her 
requirements, and so pleased was this participating gardener 


suppose she took over a designated area of the garden for 
raising some vegetables? 

She would supply her own plants and seeds, fertilizers 
and other additives, and in return for water used and other 
sharing privileges would donate such of her garden produce 
as the owners would like to share with her. 

During periods of absence on the part of the garden 
owners, the apartment lady, as we’ll call her, would see that 


with the arrangément that usually she was seen carrying 
some purchased plant donation for her shared garden. 

This is the only alternative to my pet theme of re- 
designing the garden while we are yet able to do so. Either re- 
design for less labor in the future, or. consider this 
participating gardening as not so wild as it may seem.

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TWO YEARS AFTER INVASION 


Czech Turbulence 
A Matter of History 


Peter Rehak, a COzech-born 
Canadian citizen, was Asso- 
clated Press correspondent in 
Prague the night of Aug. 20, 
1968, when Soviet troops in- 
vaded Czechoslovakia. He gave 
the outside world its first word 
of the invasion, In the following 
story he analyses the change in 


Eastern Europe in the last two_ 


years.

BONN (AP) — The Soviet 
government entertained Czecho- 
slovakia’s Communist party 
chief, Gustav Husak, in Moscow 
today as, an honored guest just 
two years to the day after Rus- 
sian troops brought his prede- 
cessor to the Soviet capital 
under arrest. 

The presence of Husak, the 
successor to Alexander Dubcek, 
at a Communist summit meet- 
ing is a graphic illustration. of 
the politi¢al changes in Central 
Europe since the Soviet invasion 
of Czechoslovakia Aug. 20, 1968, 
shocked the Western world. 

The key to the shift has been 
Chancellor Willy Brandt’s com- 
ing to power in West Germany. 
For the Moscow summit was 
called to discuss a treaty the 
Russians. signed-last-week—with 
West Germany—the same coun- 
try the Russians accused of 
helping’ Dubcek, to undermine 
the Communist system in Cze- 
chovlovakia, 


Brandt, a socialist with im-| 


peccable anti-Nazi credentials, 
has-been accepted by the Rus- 
sians as a negotiating partner, 
For his part, he has shown a 
willingness—despite domestic 
opposition—to give up Bonn’s in-

Freighter, Ferry 


Making 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
navigating officer of the Rus- 
sian freighter Sergey Yesenin 
testified Thursday the ship 
altered its course 10 degrees 
to starboard and then 20 
degrees to starboard three 
minutes before the collision 
with a British Columbia ferry 
Aug. 2. 

N. N, Burnos, speaking 
through an interpreter, told a 
federal inquiry into the colli- 
sion, which killed three ferry 
passengers, that the order to 
alter the freighter’s course 
was given by the Canadian 
pilot in English, then trans- 
lated into Russian by the 
ship's. captain and relayed to 
the helmsman, 

Asked if there were any 
other helm orders, he said: 

“I didn’t hear any.’ 

Burnos, second mate on the 
freighter, said he did not see 
the approaching ferry Queen 
of Victoria on the ship's radar 
screen until the collision was 
imminent, 

H é testified he was stand- 
ing watch constantly on the 
radar, but the only echoes he 
saw on the screen were those

of some small fishing. vessels. 

He said he did not see the 
ferry until it was immediately 
ahead and added that the 
speed of both vessels was 
“not more than 11 knots." 

Burnos said a short whistle 
blast was sounded as - the 
Russian ship started to turn 
to starboard before rounding 
Helen Point in Active Pass, 
seene of the crash, 

“What did you do after the 
collision?” asked commission 
counsel Guy Major. 

“I marked the point on the 
chart-and ran to the muster- 
ing point for the damage 
control party,”’ he said. 

“The chief officer gave the 
emergency signal, the ship’s 
alarm was given, and it was 
announced throughout the 
ship. where the demolition 
party was to gather,” 

Burnos said the time of the 
collision was 12:07 p.m., 
seven minutes after he took 
over on the radar, 

The inquiry was told he had 
six years experience.at-sea, 
had been in B.C, waters three 
times-prior to the crash, but 
that he had never sailed 
through Active Pass, 


Despite this, better relations 
with Bonn would benefit the 
Czechoslovaks and might make 
the burden of the Soviet occupa- 
tion more bearable. 


There would be economic ad- 
vantages, and any agreement 
backed by the Russians would 
strengthen Husak’s position at 
home. He is still fighting off the 
neo-Stalinists within his party 
who would like to see Dubcek 
and his associates put on trial 
and a return to the terror of the 
1950s, 


~Economic and technologi¢al 
exchanges with West Germany 
would undo some’of the damage 
done when more than. 40,000 per- 
sons, many of them skilled tech- 
nicians and professional work- 
ers, fled the country following 
the Soviet invasion, 


With the bogeyman image re- 
moved from West Germany, 
Husak has a chance of accom- 
plishing atleast part of what 
Dubcek set out to do—to bring 
into his country modern technol- 
ogy from the West,

"A Flypaper for Well-Meaning Bores 


Nixon Administration has been 
around long enough now so. that, 
if you don’t mind getting in a fight, you 
can generalize about its personality. It is” 
cautious, tidy, indus- : 
trious, and monu- 
mentally dull. It is a 
flypaper for efficient, 
well-meaning ores. 
It is engaged in some 
‘of the most exciting 
conflicts in the his- 
tory of the republic, 
but it has somehow 
managed to reduce 
them all to the levei 
of & mathematical 
equation. 

It has all the figures but very little 
poetry. It-deals with “‘poverty,” but 
never quite manages to convey a sense 
of pity about the poor. It deals with war, 
but emphasizes not the American dead 
and wounded but the “‘decline” in our 
casualties and the “body count’ of the 
enemy. This is odd, because this is an 
administration of decent, honorable men, 
but it talks in graphs and trends and 
slogans, and somehow leaves out the 
human element and the dust and roar of 
life itself. 

One of the interesting things about all 
this is that President Nixon obviously 
recognizes the human element in politics. 
He knows that the people like good news, 
peace, sports, and smiling faces. So he is 
optimistic, emphasizes peace, calls up 
poor Vince Lombardi of ttie Washington 
Redskins who is fighting for his life, and 
smiles constantly. But there is something 
calculated about all this and something 
mirthless about the “frozen smiles.

Calculated Techniques 


Still, these techniques are not entirely 
a deception. The president is working for 
peace, after his own political fashion he 
has always admired Vince Lombardi and 
— believe it or not — once talked about 
Lombardi as a possible Republican vice- 
presidential nominee. But there is 
something missing in the human ap- 
proach of this administration which even 
mémbers of the president’s own cabinet 
and White House staff deplore. 

What is missing, 1 think, is the 
capacity of the president and his 
associates to convey to the people or 
even to themselves a deep feeling of 
conviction. The president has three 
fundamental problems: (1) .how to 
withdraw from Vietnam and reduce 
American, commitments abroad without 
sliding into isolation; (2) how to brake 
inflation without stumbling into an 
economic depression; and (3) how to 
deal with the threat of anarchy and 
revolution at home without defying the 
tradition of civil liberties within’ the 
nation. 

But the personality of the Nixon 
administration is not quite in tune with

these problems, all of which are so 
difficult that they cannot be proved but 
have to rely upon goodwill and faith. The 


“Nixon men think of themselvés; quite 


seriously, as moral individuals, working 
for good and even noble ends, but their 
means are still the techniques of 
Tammany Hall and Madison Avenue. 

No doubt this will work. against a 
Democratic party which is’ divided, 
leaderless, and just as cynical as the 
politicians around the president, But it 
still does not deal with the president's 
main problems. 

He is stili in trouble. There is 
something very good and important at 
the bottom of this Republican well, but 
the administration is relying on its 
techniques rather than on its principles. 
It is not confident enough to state its 
plain intention, to define its war aims 
and its policies and priorities on the 
home front.

It has a good political defence. It is 
good at getting out of awkward 
situations, and events overseas are going 
‘toward peace in Viettiam and the Middle 
East, and arms control in Vienna. 


Still, the Nixon administration has not 
established that sense of trust or

It is trying to be both moral and slick 
at the same time. It is good at fuzzing 
up issues and it obviously has the 
Democrats off balance. But it is still an 
ambiguous administration. It has not 
even given its own cabinet or the civil 
service in Washington a sure sense of 
where it is going. It believes in keeping 
everybody: off balance — and in that, 
unfortunately, it is succeeding.

In 1969, I received $44,041.42 in 
professional fees ($36,684 from the B.C. 
Medical Services Commission). Of this 
amount, I paid out $18,365.53, which were 
the expenses necessary to-run my office 
(this amount included $8,178.07 in staff 
salaries, $4,200 in rent, $1,179.01 for the 
telephone, $1,010.03 in dues and licences, 
and $3,779.42 in miscellaneous expenses). 
My income, after expenses, was 
$25,675.89. Personal exemptions and 
pension contributions (I provide my own 
pension), brought my total taxable 
“fcome to $21,426.13. I paid $7,669.73 
income tax on this amount, leaving a 
“take-home pay’’ of $13,756.40, or $4.75 
per hour. 

If your readers would compare the 
figure of--$13,756.40--with~-the-~published 
B.C. Medical Services Commission figure 
of $36,684, and my actual income of 
$44,041.42, perhaps they will better 

‘understand what these gross payments 
to an individual physician mean. I am 
sure that my expenses as a family 
physician are no different than any other 
family physician practising in Victoria, 
and I am equally sure that some of my 
specialist colidagues have expenses that 
often run as high as 50 per cent of their 
income. 

In conclusion, I would like to say that 
I consider the publication of doctors’ 
salaries, both by the government, and in 
particular, by your newspaper, to be a 
gross invasion of privacy. I object most 
strongly to having the professional fees 
of; our profession (or any other 
profession for that matter), made the 
subject of political debate as if we were 
members of a public utility. If there are 
physicians earning excessive amounts of 
money for the services they are 
providing, then they will be dealt with, 
as they always. have, not by ‘ the 
newspapers, or by the “hotline” pro- 
grams, but by their own patients, who 
are very much aware of the quality of 
the care they are receiving, if not the 
cost of this care, and by the B.C. 
Medical Association, which has always 
maintained a careful watch over the 
patterns of quality of the medical 
Practice in this province—J. R.

Miss Hamma managed 210 words a 
minute in one “two-minute burst.”) 

Another early-day world champion was Margaret Owen 
whose patented methods became the Bible of every office 
girl. “Don’t be a key clasher,”” Margaret advised, and, ‘“The 
left thumb is an outcast, but the right thumb is monarch of 
the space bar.” Stirring words, you’ll agree. i 

The Owen practice lines, long since forgotten, were 
known to every stenographer (or “‘typewritist’’) of the day. 
For the second row of keys, for example, it was “Had 
Alaska a flag a lad asks Jak” and, for the third, “Try to 
write true or quit your poor typewriter” and, for a fast warm- 
up, “A quick movement of the enemy would jeopardize six 
gunboats.” 

Even then, it seems, the typewriter was seen as a great 
emancipator, a sentiment admirably expressed by one J. N. 
Kimball. ; 

“The typewriter has blessed young womanhood as nothing 
in the line of invention ever blessed her before,” he opined. 
“Tt cut the strings that bound her to unhealthy and ill-paying 
pursuits and placed within her grasp a profession eminently 
fitted to her. peculiar make-up.” = : 

In subsequent, more sophisticated times the typewriter 
was almost forgotten in the formidable list of the ideal 
secretary's requirements.

They were noted by Sheila A. Ward, of Montreal, in her 
work called ‘‘A Secretary’s Secrets,” as discretion, loyalty, 
unerring tact, team spirit, good posture, immaculate 
grooming, pleasant voice, clear diction, an eye for detail, a 
“‘phenomenal"’ memory for dates and a ‘‘good’”” memory for 
Tames and faces. 

She should compose clear, concise letters that sounded as 
if her boss wrote them, “lie honestly and decently,” take 
criticism gracefully, be friendly and cheerful, impersonal and 
unprejudiced, extend courtesy to everyone, “‘coat bitter pills 
with feminine charm,” be kind to the office boy and leave 
office parties early. 

She was to be, as well, an expert mind reader and a good 
listener, get at least seven hours sleep a night and take 
adequate exercise (‘‘once.an hour when nobody is. around, 
touch your toes 10 times.”’) 

The ideal secretary, Miss Ward went on, would never 
watch the clock, gossip, look harassed, indulge in-nervous tics 
(lip-biting, girdle-hitching, etc.): and never, never wear fire- 
engine red or passionate purple. 

Obviously no man could answer these qualifications. The 
statistics tell the inevitable story. In 1891 there were 383 
female and 468 male stenographers and typists in Canadian 
offices. Fifty years later the ratio was something like 78,000 
females ‘to fewer than 3500 males and by 1949 the Canadian 
Civil Service Stenographers’ Manual had all but assumed that 
the male was gone forever.

These are tame  black- 
berries allowed to ramble 
wild. If you're a newcomer to 
this land of milk and honey 
and other good things, be 
assured that you'll find such 
berry bonanzas plentifully dis- 
tributed. By determined pros- 
pecting, you may even find a 
tucked-away patch that few 
pickers know about. 


Once inf the years before a 
blackberry vine reached up to 
lace itself among overgrown 
laurels on our place, we found 
just such a trove. Without 
moving more than a dozen 
feet along: its perimeter, we 
filled every container we'd 
brought along. Then we loaded 
my fishing hat. 

But the blackberry we like 
best and sometimes find is 
the small, wonderfully-fla- 
vored wild one. It is at its 
finest where the loggers have 


. felled, yarded, burned: and 


passed on. Look for it where 


with the Gorge, there could 
be a long thin park develop- 
ment stretching across the 
heart of the city. 


All the great cities of the 
world are marked by rich 
park development of this- sort, 
the museum director said. He 
cited as examples the Bois de 
Boulogne of Paris. and 
Cologne’s extensive parks 
established by former mayor 
Conrad Adenauer decades ago 
as examples.

Then we 
punctured the cans with my 
knife, and poured the milk on 
the berries. No sugar was 
needed. Nature aided by 
plentiful “sunshine had _pro- 
vided her own sweetening, 


That feast set a pattern: 
wild blackberries, I still be- 
lieve, are best enjoyed on a 
hot day after miles walked, 
and with. miles stili to cover.

Some, like the salmonberry, 
are for the birds, and scarce 
worth the bother of gathering. 
But well-ripened Oregon 
grapes make a good, slightly 
tart pioneer’s jelly, and no 
man has lived until he has sat 


down to a~—huckleberry pie 
stained by its overflow of 
rich juice, 


There are also blue huckle- 
berries, although’ the name 
we knew them by may not be 
their correct one, They grew 
in thickets at the 4,000-foot 
level on a mountain we used 
to frequent. We gathered 
them, not as _ individual 
berriess, but by the handful. 

The mountain harbored 
black bears, which also liked 
blue hucKleberries, but 
minded their own business. 

Mostly, that is, But one 
morning When we were filling 
a lard pail, we became aware 
from cracklings--and -ocea- 
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sional mild grumblings from 
down-slope that another har- 
vester was at work. 

We filled a lard pail, set it 
on a stump, then went off to 
split cedar shakes for a cabin 
roof, As we later learned, we 
shoulda have taken’ that pail 
with us. 

When we returned for it, 
our berries were scattered 
and the. pail mashed flat. An 
unmannerly ‘piece of bear- 
business, and in a_ place 
where there was plenty for 
all, entirely uncalled for. 


At Little Lorraine in Cape 
Breton years -later, I told a 
crew of swordfishermen about 
that bear and those berries. 
Someone suggested we fill 
time by picking bake-apples 
to go with our supper, 

But those bake-apples dis- 
appointed me. Somehow, they 
lacked the flavor of blue 
huckleberries-or wild black- 
berries ripened under a West 
Coast..sun,
